WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—A bright, 


clear morning, brought all the members 
of the Schley court of inquiry and the 
attendants upon it to the court rather 
earlier than usual. Admiral Dowry, tis 
i» his custom, was one of the first mem- 
bers to put in an appearance. The ad- 
miral, as usual, wore only 
citizen's 


clothing upon his arrival but he was soon 
transferred into a gallant tar by don- 
ning his service uniform, f'npt. Lemly 
and Mr. Hniina were engaged from thn 
I'urly morning in preparing the program 
1'or the day.

I MPOKTANT WITNESSES. 


Onpt. l^mly's program provided that

Santiago was called to the witness stand. 
He stated that he had first joined the 
Hying squadron off Cienfuegos on May 
'2--M at 1 ]>. in., when lie took the dis- 
patches from Admiral Sampson to Com- 
modore Schley. These dispatches he had 
sent to Commodore Scblcy by his execu- 
tive otiiecr. Commander Rogers, he no! 
seeing the commodore himself. As the 
dispiit-ehes were sealed he did not know 
their contents. 


He said that after leaving Cieiifuogos 


the vessel had steamed to a point about 
30 miles south of Santiago, arrived there 
on the evening or" the 2Uth and thnt at 
that time the squadron was heading to 
the cast. The weather at that time, he 
said, was not such ns to prevent the coal- 
ing of ships at that date. The Iowa at 
that time had about S25 tons of coal on 
hoard or sufficient for steaming 3,000 
miles.

ATTACK OX TIIK COLOX. 


Testifying thnt lie had first seen the 


Colon on May iflth. Admiral Evans said 
that I he vessel was not inside the linr- 
bor at all, but was about 1.600 yards 
from Morro. He then detailed the par- 
ticulars of the bombardment1, on the Co- 
lon on May 31. saying on the forenoon 
of Ui.it day Commodore Schlcy had sig- 
nalled to transfer the Hag to the Massa- 
chusetts;, that he wns going in to en- 
gage the Colon. Describing that engage, 
ineiit. the witness said:

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 30.—A bright, 


clear morning, brought all the members 
of tho Schley court of inquiry and the 
attendants upon it to the court rather 
earlier than usual. Admiral Dewey, as 
is his custom, was one of the first mem- 
bers to put in an appearance. The ad- 
miral, as usual, wore only citizen's 
clothing upon his arrival but he was soon 
transferred into a gallant tar by don- 
ning his service uniform, f'apt. Lemly 
and Mr. Ha mm were engaged from the 
early morning in preparing the program 
for the day. There is much in the way 
of detail to be done among them and 
they come direct to the court building, 
where they have their list of witnesses, 
files of documents, printed matter, and 
everything else bearing upon the case. 
They began the day's proceedings accord- 
ing to custom by recalling the witnesses 
of the previous day. 


IMPORTANT WITNESSES. 


Capt. Lomly's program provided thnt 


these should be followed by Commander 
Miller, who commanded the collier Mer- 
rimae, in tha early part of the Santiago 
campaign; Capt. Jewell, who commanded 
1he scout Minneapolis; L)eut.-Commar,der 
Sharp, who had charge of the Vixen, and 
Lieut. J. G. Boyle, of the Brooklyn, It 
was also contemplated to call at a very 
early period Rear Admiral Evans who 
was captain of the Iowa. Much interest 
was manifested in the probable appear- 
ance of the rear admiral and also in the 
prospect of seeing Capt. Miller, who it 
will be reniemberectf'" surrendered Avith 
great reluftanc-e the command of the 
Merrimau to Lieut. Hobson, who after- 
ward.-; sunk the collier in the mouth of 
the Santiago harbor. 


MKRRLMAC'S COMMANDER. 


The first witness of the day was Com- 


mander James M. Miller, who was in 
command of the 'collier Merrimac while 
that vessel was a part 
of Admiral 


Schley's flying squadron. 


Commander Miller .said that he had 


assumed command of the Merrimac on 
April 11 at Norfolk. He had taken on 
board at Lambert's Point soon 
after- 


ward about 5,000 tons of coal. His ves- 
sel had, he said, been capable at first of 
making between nine and ten knots but 
afterward he had trouble with his pres- 
sure machinery, so that by May 23 and 
24 he would have hesitated in trying to 
secure a speed of more than seven knots. 
He read from the collier's log to show 
that the Iowa, Massachusetts and Gas- 
tine had been coaled on the 23d and 24th. 
i\o record was found of the coaling of 
any vsasel on the 2f>th or the 20th, the 
time consumed in proceeding from Cien- 
fuegos to Santiago. 


Asked if vessels could have been coal- 


ed while the Merrimas was in tow of 
the Yale the witness replied that that 
was a supposition and he would not like 
to say. 
As a matter of fact she did not 


coal any vessel 
while in tow. On all 


days from May 23d to 31st, except on 


' the^days when envoute from Cienfuegoa 
to Santiago and when disabled the Mer- 
rimac had had vessels alongside for the 
purpose of coaling and they had been 
coaled from the collier. 


Mr. Rayner questioned Captain Mil- 


ler closely concerning the state of the, 
weather and of the, sea on May 2flth, 
quoting from Admiral Cervera's state- 
ment on that subject, but the witness 
would only say that, his log was silent 
as to the condition of the sea at that 
time. 


In this connection Capt. Miller re- 


ferred to his removal from the command 
of the Merrimac in order to turn the 
vessel over to Lieut. Hobson. He said 
on that point: 


"When I was taken 
out summarily 


from the Merrimac nearly everything I 
had was lost and the only thing I can 
remember now with the few notes I have 
here, is in this log.'1 


As he left the stand Capt. Miller ask 


E(l that he might be excused if he had 
shown any temper. 


"I feel a little bit touchy about the 


Merrimac," he said. 


Admiral Dewey assured him that he 


had displayed no temper. 


The court adjourned for luncheon with 


a, statement by Captain Lemly that Rear 
Admiral Evans would be the first wit- 
ness of the afternoon sitting. 


ADMIRAL EVANS ON STAND. 
When the court convened foi>the af- 


ternoon 
session Rear Admiral Roblej 


Evans, who as captain commanded the 
battleship lotfa, during, the -battle off 


Santiago was called to the witness stand. 
He stated that he had first joined the 
flying squadron off Cienfuegos on May 
22<1 at 1 p. in., when he took the dis- 
patches from Admiral. Sampson to Com- 
modore Schley. These dispatches he had 
sent to Commodore Scbley by his execu- 
tive officer. Commander Rogers, he not 
seeing the commodore himself. As thft 
dispatches were sealed he did not know 
their contents. 


He said that after leaving Cienfuegos 


the vessel had steamed to a point about 
30 miles south of Santiago, arrived there 
on the evening of the 26th and that at 
tha't time the squadron was heading to 
the east. The weather at that time, he 
said, was not such as to prevent the coal- 
ing of ships at that date. The Iowa at 
that time had about 825 tons of coal on 
board or sufficient for steaming 3,000 
miles. 


''Was any effort made by the flying 


squadron on May 28th, 29th or 30th to 
communicate with 
the 
insurgents on 


shore near Santiago?" 


"None to my knowledge." 


ATTACK ON THE COLON. 


Testifying that he had first seen the 


Colon on May 29th, Admiral Evans said 
that the vessel was not inside the har- 
bor at all, but was about 1,500 yards 
from Morro. He then detailed the par- 
ticulars of the bombardment on the Co- 
lon on May 31, saying on the forenoon 
of that day Commodore Schley had sig- 
nalled to transfer the flag to the Massa- 
chusetts; that he was going in to en- 
gage the Colon, Describing that engage- 
ment, the. witness said: 'About five 
minutes to one. I saw the first shot from 
the Massachusetts fall short a long dis- 
tance and supposing she was firing at 
7,000 yards I gave the range to my guns 
8,000 yards. 


"I saw these shots fall short and in- ] 


creased the range to 0,000 yards. After 
the Massachusetts had passed the en- 
trance to the. harbor she turned her port 
helm and steamed back, the New Orleans 
and the Iowa following. On the run 
back across the harbor I again fired at 
10,000 yards. The shots still fell short, 
and as the Massachusetts and New Or- 
leans slowed clown and stopped after they 
got across I. slowed my engines, then in- 
creascl the range to 11,000 yards and fired 
two shots from the forward 12-inch tur- 
ret. The first one was fired by Lieut, 
Yandeuser at 11,000 yards. 


"I saw .that it fell'short, Lieut;. Hill 


hud the other gun in that turret, 
I 


gave him the range at 11,">00 yards and 
when he fired the shot struck very near 
the stern of the Colon, Both 12-inch 
•runs were disabled at the tire from that 
extreme elevation. After that we stood 
oil' a mile and a half, possibly two miles 
to our blockading station again, That 
is all I saw clone to injure the Colon/' 


THE BATTLE OF SANTIAGO. 


Describing the battle off Santiago, Ad- 


miral Evans said: 


"When Cervera's 


was on our starboard now on the port 
quarter of the Colon. Well astern of 
her was the Oregon with the Vixen off 
shore of the Brooklyn. The Iowa-

Defender Victor in First Race of 


Series^ Defeating Shamrock 


Thirty-Seven Seconds. 


This Added to Time Allowance Gives American 


Boat Lead of One Minute Twenty-Three 


Seconds—Brisk Wind at Start Dies 


Away at the Finish. 


NEW YORY, Sept. 28.—Official time

MORNING OUTLOOK POOR. 


Thick fog and no wind gave a most 


discouraging outlook at dawn for good 
racing conditions. But the sun had riot 
been above the horizon many minutes 
bfore the 
fog began 
to melt. By 7 


o'clock it had lifted entirely, while out 
of the northeast came a puff of wind full 
of promise and by 8 o'clock it had in- 
creased to 12 knots. As the morning 
wore on the. sky became slightly over- 
oast, some of the clouds seeming to have 
considerable speed and the weather-wise 
predicted the coming of enough wind to 
suit either Shamrock or Columbia. Capt. 
Barr was early aboard Columbia arid he 
was among those who cheerfully predict- 
ed a good sailing breeze. 


frharnroclc had a pretty silk flag at her 


masthead today, the gift of the aged 
mother of Designer Watson, which Sir 
Thomas Lipton ordered put up in a place 
of honor. 


By 8:20 o'clock both crews were loll- 


ing about the decks, awaiting the order 
to move. Just

9 o'clock, Mr.

Duncan went on board Shamrock. Col- 
umbia was first taken in tow, Shamrock 
following close behind hr. 


TOWED TO STARTING POINT. 


On board Columbia are E. D. Morgan, 


II. C. McWildowney and Herbert Leeds. 


Columbia turned the, hook, and went 


down rapidly toward the starting place 
in tow. On Shamrock, just as she got 
diiar of Horseshoe, the 
sailors began 


hoisting the great nininsail. The chal- 
lenger, however, did r.,ot drop her tow. 
The wind at the hook was then blowing 
steadily from the northeast at ten knots 
an hour and

would freshen. 


DOES NOT SAIL ON SHAMROCK. 
Sir Thomas Lipton did not go aboard 


Shamrock today but stayed on board the 
Ern until his guests arrived. The Erin 
did not leave for the starting point un- 
til half past nine o'clock. It wai: still 
later than that when the excursion fleet 
passed 
the. hook. The 
procession of 


gaily decked boats wns equally as var- 
ied and picturesque as on Thursday and 
in point of numbers somewhat larger, 


BREEZE FRESHENS. 


As the racing yachts moved down to- 


ward the starting point it looked from 
the way they dug into" the swll, as if 
the wind was increasing. The haze, too, 
that had prevailed, about the starting 
point during the morning, broke away 
to some extent and gave a much clearer 
view of the lightship and the beautiful 
stretch of sea beyond. 


Columbia went almost down to the 


line without attempting to raise a sail. 
Shamrock had only her 
mainsail set 


when she reached the line but a moment 
later broke out her club topsail. The 
wind at ft:SO had increased tp 11 knots. 
Tugs stil! held the racers by lines. 


Columbia got hejr mainsail up lively 


and then sent up her ehib toptail. Both 
vaehts were then to the west of the 
lightship. 


COURSE MAPPED OUT. 


Soon after 10 o'clock both the flyers 


discarded their tug boats and coming up 
to the wind both broke out almost sim-

line", the committee boat set a signal that 
the course would be 15 miles to wind- 
ward and return and that the compass 
course would be set east by south. 


THOUSANDS OF SIGHTSEERS. 


Meantime the. great fleet of excursion 


vessels hnd rolled out.toward the light- 
ship and spread out behind the starting 
Hue In two great wings. It was a superb 
flotilla, commanding the inner space of 
water while outside where the course 
lay was a clear expanse of glinting sea, 
almost bare 'of life save for the few sails 
of coasters nnd an occasional craft mak- 
ing up toward the harbor. 


The revenue cutters arid guard boats 


were kept busy holding the'fleet in posi- 
tion, not to interfere with the yachts, 
but there was every where a willingness 
to obey orders.

JOCKEYING FOR POSITION". 


As the contesting yachts tacked hack 


and forth about the line with mainsails, 
club topsails, staysails and jibs set it 
was noticeable how much higher Colum- 
bia's bow corns out of the water as sh'e 


moves under sail than does Shamrock. 
She did not dip in the bigger aeas nearly 
as much as the challenger. Both boats 
after running to the north tacked and 
ran sbutli, Columbia beating her rival in 
getting about. A period of jockeying for 
position then ensued as the yachts wait- 
ed for th prparatory signal. This was 
fired at 10:45. Then came the warning 
signal ten minutes later and promptly 
at 11 o'clock the yachts went over the 
line with Shamrock a trifle ahead, ap- 
parently to the windward.

boats were now

heading almost due northeast. At 11:18 
Columbia was distinctly 
ahead. Both 


boats were responding to the increasing 
wind, but Columbia seemed to be increas- 
ing her lead. In a moment Columbia 
went on the starboard tack, followed a 
moment later by Shamrock. Columbia 
evcnutally wns unable to 
cross Sham- 


rock's bow, and was

around. Columbia was trying to back- 
wind Shamrock again, but the maneouver 
was not ellective.

FIGHT FOR EVERY INCH. 


The yachts had now sailed an hour 


and it had been close work for every 
yard of the course. Columbia was close 
under Shamrock's lee and,appeared to 
be reaching faster than the challenger, 
but Shamrock was still ahead. Colum- 
biu tacked to port in an Uttempfc to cross 
the bow of Shamrock but wns unable to 
reach her and thirty seconds later came 
about again on the starboard tack, Pre- 
cirfrly at noon Shamrock went on the 
port tack, immediately followed by Col- 
umbia. Admittedly Columbia had gain- 
ed considerably in tUc last ton minutes 
of sailing. They were both close hauled 
and each seemed to be holding her own, 
tlie advantage if any, being with Sham- 
rock.

The boats held to the port tack stand-

At 12:09, after two hours' sailing, 


Shamrock again went »6out on the port 
tack, followed closely by tho American 
boat.

They held this 
tack for three-quarters of an hour in a 
neck and neck race, Tho boats were not 
a hundred yards apart, but Shamrock

All the 
property is left in trust to MrsMdfcKin- 
ley, but an annuity of $1,000 is given 
Miss Helen McKinley, sister of the pres- 
ident, 
v 


It is given out on authority that the 


McKinley estate will total $225,000 to 
$250,000, including life insurance of $67,- 
000. Aside from the $67,000 mentioned, 
the estate consists of real estate here 
and contiguous to Canton, and of depos- 
its in Washington banks. 


'Following ie the'text. of • President Me- 


Kinley's will: 


"EXECUTIVE MANSION, Washing- 


ton, D. C.—I publish the following as my 
latest will and testament, hereby revok- 
i n g a l l former wills: 
' * ' . • - . . ' 


"To my beloved wife, Ida S. McKinley, 


I bequeath all of my.real estate, wher- 
ever situated, and the income of any 
personal property of which I may be pos- 
sessed at death, .during her natural life. 


"I make the following charge upon all 


of my property, both real and personal: 
To pay my mothar during her life $1,000 
a year an'd at her death said sum to be 
•pa'id to my sister, Helen'McKinley. If 
the income from property be insufficient 
to keep my wife in .great comfort and 
pay the annuity .above provided, then I 
direct that so .much of my property be 
gold as to make a sum adequate for both 
purposes. Whatever property 
remains 


at the death of my wife I give to my 
brother 
and 
sister, share 
and share 


alike." 


"My chief concern is that my wife 


from*my estate shall have all she re- 
quires for her comfort and pleasure, and 
that my mother shall be provided with 
whatever money she requires, to make 
her old age comfortable nnd happy.

CANTON, 0., Sept. 28.—A special to 


the Milaukee Sentinel snys: The will of 
William MeKinley was filed yesterday 
afternoon by Judge William B. Day, who 
was secretary of state under McKinley, 
and Secretary Cortclyou. Together they 
went to the probate judge's office short- 
ly after 3 o'clock, and presented the legal 
document to Judge Aungst. All the 
property is left in trust to Mrs. McKin- 
ley, but an annuity of $1,000 is given 
Jlis6 Helen McKinley, sister of the pres- 
ident. 


It is given out on authority that the 


McKinley estate will total $225,000 to 
$'2">0,000, including life insurance of §67,- 


000. 
Aside from the 5567,000 mentioned, 


the estate consists of real estate here 
and contiguous to Canton, and of depos- 
its in Washington banks. 


'Following is the text of President ilc- 


Kinlcy's will: 


"EXECUTIVE MANSION", 
Washing- 


ton, D. C.—I publish the following as my 
latest will and testament, hereby revok- 
ing all former wills: 


"To my beloved wife, Ida. S. McKinley, 


I bequeath all of my real estate, wher- 
ever situated, and the income of any 
personal property of which 1 may be pos- 
sessed at death, during her naiural life. 


"I make the following charge upon all 


of ray property, both ronl and personal: 
To pay my mo'thar during her life $1,000 
a yenr and at her death said sum to be 
.paid to my sister, Helen'McKinley. If 
the income from property be insufficient 
to keep my wife in great comfort and 
pay the annuity above provided, then I 
direct that so much of my property be 
sold an to make a aum adequate for both 
purposes. Whatever property 
remains 


at the doath of 'my wife I give to my 
brother 
and sister, share 
and share 


alike." 


"My chief concern if thot my wife 


from "my estate shall have all she re- 
quires for her comfort and pleasure, and 
that my mother shall be provided with 
whatever money she requires to make 
her old age comfortable nnd happy. 


"Witness my hand and (seal this 22d 


day of October, 1807. to my last \vill_and 
testament, made at. the City of Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia.''

Tlie text of the will showc that no be- 


quests are made outside of the near rel- 
atives. President McKinley was, as the 
term goes^ a poor man and his chief con- 
cern was to leave enough property to 
cure for his widow and aged mother, as 
bis mother was alive when the will was 
drawn. 


His mother, however, died about a 


month and a half after the last will of 
President McKinley was made, but he 
did not take time or else intentionally 
neglected it. to make a new will or at- 
tach a codicil. 


Accompanying the will was the fol- 


lowing: 


"I, Ida tf. M.cKinley. widow of William 


McKinley, deceased." hereby decline the 
administration of his estate and recom- 
mend the 
appointment of 
William R. 


Day and George B. C'ortelyou as admin- 
istrators, with the wil annexed." 


This recommendation bears the date 


of Sept. 27. 1001.

'AUBURN. N. Y., Sept. 27.—C/olgos/., 


President McKinley's murderer in the 
custody of Sheriff Caldweli of Erie coun- 
ty and twenty-one deputies, arrived in 
Auburn at 3:15 a. m. The prison is only 
about fifty yards from the. depot. Await- 
ing the arrival of the train there was a 
crowd of about 200 people. Either for 
fear of the crowd, which was not very 
demonstrative or from-sight of tho pris- 
on, Czolgosii's legs gave out and two dep- 
uty sheriffs were compelled to practically 


* carry the man into tho prison. Inside 


tho gates his condition became worse 
and he was dragged up the stairs and in- 
to the main hall. He was placed in a 
sitting posture on the bench while the 
handcuffs were being removed, but he 
fell over and moaned and' groaned, evinc- 
ing the rnnst abject terror. As soon as 
the handcuffs were unlocked the man 
was dragged into the principal keeper's 
office. As in the case of all prisoners 
the officers 
immediately 
proceeded to 


strip him and put 
on a new suit of 


clothes. During this operation Czolgosz 
cried and yelled, making the prison cor- 
ridors echo with evidence of his terror. 
The prison physician, Dr. John Gerin, 
examined the man and ordered his re 
moval to the cull in the condemned row, 
which he will occupy until he is taken 
to the electric chair. The doctor de- 
clared that the man was suffering from 
fright and terror, but. said that he was 
shamming to some extent. 


FIRST REGRET SHOWN. 


The collapse of the murderer was a 


surprise 
to every 
one. Enron* c from 


Buffalo 
he 
showed 
no 
indication of 


breaking down. He ate heartily of sand- 
wiches and smoked cigars when not cat 
ing. He talked some and expressed re 
gret for his crime. He said: 
"I am es 


pccially sorry for Mrs. McKinley.'' He 


.. reiterated his former statement that he 


had had no accomplices and declared that 
he never had heard of the man under ar- 
rest in St. Louis, who claimed to, have 
tied the handkerchief 
ovrr 
his hand, 


concealing the pistol with which the 
president was shot. 
He says 'die hand- 


kerchief was not tied. He went behind 
the Temple of Music, arranged the hand- 
kerchief so as to hide the weapon and 
then took his place in the cxowd. To 
Jailer Mitchell he sent this mc-ssngc to 
his father: 
"Tell him I'm sorry 1 left 


such a bad name for him." 


IX INDIANA LAST MAY.

gosz. the murderer of President McKin- 
ley, was here the latter part of May or 
tlie early part of June, and the purpose 
of his trip was to organize a branch of 
the anarchists and distribute literature. 
His first appearance was in a saloon near 
the Wabash passenger station, where ho 
talked n, good deal and 
showed some 


money. The proprietor of the place did 
not like bis appearance and actions and 
put him out. Nothing, was thought of 
the occurrence until after the shooting 
at Buffalo.

When the package of laundry 
was returned to the Milburn residence 
Mr. Champeney went to Mrs. Milburn 
and asked tliat ho be allowed to keep 
the nightshirt in which the president had 
died. Mrs, Milburn stated tha the fam- 
ily of the president ' had 
no desire, to 


save -the clothing, and the request was 
granted. 


OLD DOCUMENT FOUND. 


Jason Lothrop, one, of the 
earfliest 


pioneer citizens of the county, while 
looking over some old papers yesterday 
found the constitution of the Western 
Immigration company, which was made 
iri New York in 1833. The constitution 
has been missing for sixty years. The 
old document will be of great interest 
to those writing the history of southern 
Wisconsin, as it has appended to it a 
full list of the men who came to this 
state in tho early '30's and.who paid for 
the first opening of the land 'in Kenosha 
and Racine counties.

The brigands, had i n- 
struct'ions to obey her merest whim, and 
to show with what degree of considera- 
tion she; was treated, she told the news- 
paper man that they had. even supplied 
her with new films for her camera. 


The leader, of the brigands told the 


correspondent that, unless a ransom of 
$150,000 was forthcoming within thirty 
days, Miss Stone would either be put to 
death or compelled to marry one»of the 
bandits. It is believed that the bandit 
will keep his word. 


The situation recalls the capture by 


these same brigands, in the same region, 
six, years ago of Mme. Gerard De Trinc- 
ville, a beautiful French heiress, who is 
now a nun. Through the dishonesty of

reach the ba.ndita. The lovely

girl was therefore, forced to become the 
wife of a member of the outlaw gang.

;he Figaro says that he has just returned 
rom a visit to Misn Ellen M. Stone, of 
,ho American Board of Foreign Missions, 
vho is held by brigands in a- mountain- 
ous region of Turkey. 


The correspondent wires that he suc- 


ceeded in locating Miss Stone in an al- 
nost inaccessible mountain defile, where 
the chief of the outlaws permitted the 
correspondent 10 sec and talk witlr lu-r. 
Miss Stone tald her visitor that she had 
been treated with courtesy ever since her 
capture. Two brigands were detailed to 
act as her personal servants, providing 
icr with good food and showing her 
everv attention. The brigands had in- 
structions to obey her merest whim, and 
to show with what degree of considera- 
..ion she was treated she told the news- 
laper man that they had even supplied 
Jcr with new films for her camera. 


The. 
leader of the brigands told the 


correspondent that unless a ransom of 
$150,000 was forthcoming within thirty 
days. Miss Stone would either be put to 
death or compelled to marry one>of the 
bandits. Jt is believed that the bandit 
will keep his word. 


The situation recalls the capture by 


these same brigands, in the same region, 
six vcars ago of Mme. Gerard De. Trinc- 
ville, a beautiful French heiress, who is 
now a nun. Through the dishonesty of 
a Turkish official by whom the ransom 
was negotiated, the 
money 
failed to 


reach the ba-ndits. The lovely 
French 


•irl was therefore forced to Iwcome the 
wife of a member of the outlaw gang. 
She was rescued seven months later in a 
battle in which her father killed her ban- 
dit husband.

FAMOUS SECOND FUNERALS. 


Reinterment of Notable Persons' 


Attended by Crowdg, 


The moat famous "second funeral" 


In all history is that which celebrated 
the transfer of the body of Napoleon 
I. from St. Helena to its present rest- 
ing place in the Invalides In Paris. On 
May 12, 1840, a tremor ran through th» 
French chamber of deputies at the an- 
nouncement that King Louis Philippe, 
with .the consent of the English gov- 
ernment, had ordered the Prince de 
Jolnville to go with his frigate to St. 
Helen,a, r'there to collect the remains 
of the Emperor Napo'Jeon." 
It pro- 


duced the same effect on the Country at 
large. 
The enthusiasm 
reached its 


clima,x on the Dec. 15 following, when 
the second funeral actually followed. 
Thackeray was witness to the cere- 
mony and one of-his most brilliant es- 
says 
commemorates 
the 
attendant 


sights. Among other ceremonies of a 
similar kind witnessed by the present 
century, the most notable were the 
transfer of the remains of Columbus 
from Havana to Seville, in 1899, and 
the reburial of King Rene at Aglow in 
1896. ' The vault in which the body of 
King Charles I. was interred was last 
ppened in 1813, on the occasion of the 
funeral of the Duchess of Brunswick, 
the sister of George III. King Charles' 
coffin was found so badly damaged that 
a new one had to be made. The body- 
was recognized beyond a doubt by the 
fact that the head was severed from 
ths body. While the body of-:Crom- 
vrell's victim sleeps in peace there is 
nothing extant of the great regicide's 
body, save ~nly a head, which Is be- 
lieved to be his. 
Cromwell had been. 


buried with honor in 
Henry VII.'s 


chapel at Westminster. The royalties 
when they returned to power, with 
the restoration, dug up the 
remains 


and scattered them to the four winds, 
all save the head, 'which had been cut 
off as a post-mortem retaliation for 
Charles' execution. — Chicago 
Record-

THE ELDORADO OF CATHAY. 


Importance of China In Production «f 


Coal, an A Iron. 
. 
• t 


The province of Shansl, In China, 


where the Pekln syndicate of London 
haa(.sec«red the sole right to open an 
work the,coal and iron deposits of the 
central ana southern portion, lie* to 
the west of Chili-Li, says a London 
newspaper. It consists of*an interor 
plateau of 3,000 feet elevation, more 
or less cut up by mountains rising to 
8,000 feet and' 14,000 feet above the 
sea. In some places these ranges have 
been out through by rivers; but in all 
parts they are rugged, and the trans- 
portation must be effected by pack 
mules or camels. In the eastern por- 
tion of the province, and running intA 
the province of Honan, are deposits of 
anthracite coal. The western half has 
bituminous coal covering some 12,000 
square miles, and all along the west- 
ern boundary are deposits of petrole- 
um. At many different points in the 
coal region are deposits of rich iron 
ore. 
The coal strata are practically 


horizontal and at an elevation of about. 
2,500 feet. They ahow wherever ero- 
sion has cut to a sufficient depth. This 
anthracite coal vein is unbroken over 
an area of 13,500 square miles, and 
its thickness- varies from 25 feet to 
50 feet, an average of 40 feet. All of 
this deposit is within the limits of the 
concession. 
There are thousands ot 


native coal mines now in operation, 
and the coal has been used for prob- 
ably 3,000 years. The iron ore is now 
worked by the natives. Consul Rags- 
dale says that there is probably no 
coal field known in the world that 
.can compare with this of ShapsS, eith- 
er in quality or quantity of coal, or 
the possibility of cheap production.

The province of Shansi, in China, 


where the Pekin syndicate of London. 
has.secured the sole right to open and. 
work the .coal'and iron deposits of the 
central arid southern portion, lies to 
the west of Chih-Li, says a London 
newspaper. It consists of»an interor 
plateau of 3,000 feet elevation, moro 
or less cut up by mountain* rising to 
8,000 feet and 14.000 feet above the 
sea. In some places these ranges have 
been eut through by rivers; but in all 
parts they are rugged, and tho trans- 
portation must be effected by paclc! 
mules or camels. !n the eastern por- 
tion of the province, and running into 
the province of Hozan, are deposits of 
anthracite coal. The western half has 
bituminous coal covering some 12,000 
square miles, and all along the west- 
ern, boundary are deposits of petrole- 
um. At many different points in the 
coal region are deposits of rich iron 
ore. 
The coal strata are practically 


horizontal and at an elevation of about 
2,500 feet. 
They show wherever ero- 


sion has cut to a sufficient depth. This 
anthracite coal vein is unbroken over 
an area of J.3,300 square miles, and 
its thickness varies from 25 feet to 
50 feet, an average of 40 feet. All of 
this deposit is within the limits of the 
concession. 
There are thousands ol 


native coal mines now Ii; operation, 
and the coal has been used for prob- 
ably 3,000 years. The iron ore is now- 
worked by the natives. Consul 
dale says that there is probably no;

I. from St. Helena to its present rest- 
ing place in the Invalides in Paris. On 
May 12, 1840, a tremor ran through the 
French chamber of deputies at thG an- 
nouncement that King Ixjuls Philippe, 
with tbe consent of the English gov- 
ernment, bad ordered the Prince de 
Jolnville to go with his frigate to St.

The question was argued 
at some length by Mr. Eayner and Cap- 
tain Lemly, In closing his'response, uie 
judge advocate said: 
"An objection of 


this character is almost 
equivalent to 


withdraw the request for an investiga- 
tion. He has asked to have the judg- 
ment of his brother oflicers in this mat- 
ter. Let us have it, and don't put tech- 
nical obstacles in the way of having the 
investigation. 


The court retired to consider the ob- 


jection, remaining out longer than on 
\ny previous occasion. Admiral Dewey 
read the court's 
decision as follows:

Replying to a question put in accord- 


ance with this decision the witness said, 
that his instructions were contained in 
the memorandum handed to him to be 
delivered ;to Admiral Schley which was 
read to him. 
SAMPSON'S 'DISPATCHES TO -SCHLEY 


The witness then read dispatch. No, 8 


from Sampson to Schley on May 21 tell- 
ing the latter that the Spanish fleet was 
probably at -Santiago. He also read the 
Brooklyn's receipt memorandum show- 
ing that this dispatch as well as the ac- 
companying memorandum had been re- 
ceived at 8:15 a. m., May 23. The Avit- 
ness identified these as the orders he had 
carried. He also said that he had car- 
ried the two other envelopes, one con- 
taining orders from the department, and 
the other a memorandum which had not 
been read to him. 


He said that ho had arrived off Cien- 


ftu'gos at 7 a, m. May 23 and had gone 
aboard the Brooklyn for the purpose of 
delivering the dispatches. 


SCHLEY IN A DILEMMA.

COURT SETTLES COXTKOVJ5RSY. 
Lieut. John Hood, who during the war 


commanded *^e Hawk,

conversation he had had with Admiral 
Schley after delivering the orders, say- 
ing that he (the witness) had told the 
admiral that it was Admiral Sampson's 
wish that the flying squadron should pro- 
ceed immediately to Santiago as his in- 
formation was very positive. His state- 
ment 
was as 
follows: 
''Commodore 


Schley read the dispatches 
and 
then 


turning to me said: 
'Captain, Admiral 


Sampson wishes me to go to Santiago. 
I 
cannot 
do it.' I told Commodore 


Schley that the

I arrived. Commodore Schley 
said, in 


nearly the words: 'I am not at all sat- 
isfied that the Spaniards are. not here in 
Cieniuegos. Besides, my ships all want 
coal/ that the Massachusetts and Brook- 
lyn wanted so many tons of coal and the 
day before Capt. Sampson hail sent him 
down the Iowa with only half her coal 
supply, so that she could not go any- 
where; that it was useless to send ships 
down there only half tilled with coal. I 
told Commodore Schley that I had pass- 
ed a collier convoyed by a gunboat only 
a little before daylight that morning, 
and it would certainly be there with at 
least four or live thousand tons of coal 
within two or three hours. He referred 
again to his belief of the Spaniards being 
in Cienfuegos and stated that he had 
heard some firing about forty miles from 
port which ho took to be a welcome to 
the Spanish squadron; he had also seen 
some smoke which he conceived to be the 
Spanish squadron and he believed they 
were 
there.

SAMPSON NOT ABLE TO JUDGE.

NEWS OF SPANISH FLEET. 


The witness then testified that the 


steamer Adula in passing had reported 
to the Brooklyn that a cable report had 
been received at Kingston on May 10 
savin" that the Spanish fleet was in the 
harbor at Santiago. Admiral 
Sehlcy|s 


report of this occurrence was also read 
as was his statement discrediting the in- 
formation because he. then believed tho 
squadron to be. in Cienfuegos harbor. 
All these'reports have heretofore been 


said his recollection was that he had de- 
livered his dispatches to 
Commodore 


Srfiley in his 
(Schley's) -cabin, but it 


might be that .he had. handed th'isn. to 
Lieut. Wells and had walked down to 
the cabin-with him. He'thought"'-.there 
was no one iu the cabin whcn» the con- 
versation'-between himself and the:com- 
modore had taken jilace. 


Mr. Eayner was proceeding to ques

Mr. Rayner then changed his 
line of questioning. He said: ''I want 
to ask you "whether in' this conversation 
with Commodore Schley upon this occa- 
sion he did not tell you that Admiral 
Sampson had instructed him before he 
left for Santiago to satisfy himself that 
the Spanish fleet was not at Cienfuegos.'' 


The reply wl»s: "I gathered "from his 


conversation that he had that informa- 
tion in some'of the dispatches which 
•were written previously to the dispatch 
carried him,

later." 


•"But this dispatch you carried gave 


him that discretion." 


''That was not the latest dispatch 


whose contents I knew." 


TILT ON MAGAZINES. 


Mr. Rayner

1A fainting per- 
son should always be laid Hat down on 
the back, and it greatly aids recovery 
if the head can be put lower than the 
body, so that blood goes steadily to the 
brain..'-The main cause'of fainting is 
that the brain is deprived of blood, 
and if the head is laid low the brain 
gets Us share again and iso resumes it9! 
workings. jCold water sprinkled over 
the face, smelling salts or burning 
feathers held to the nose and fanning 
the face all help to restore conscious- 
ness. In an ordinary case the person 
may be allowed to sit up'when con- 
scious and after a little while resume 
her way. 
^ 


' The custom of giving brandy or oth- 
er spirits to a person who has fainted 
is a mischievous one. Allow the pa- 
tient to come .to; then let her slowly 
drink a cupful of cold water, and no 
harm is done. But If brandy is given 
the person may pass from one flt to an- 
other or become 111 from the drink gir- 
en. Medicines of any kind are not 
needed after fainting,-only care must 
be exercised to take things quietly for 
the next few hours,. Persons subject 
to these nttncks must keep ont of close, 
hot and unventilated places, either of 
devotion or of amusement. They should 
not take Turkish baths or. even.' hot- 
baths. In place of the latter they may 
have a sponge all over with hot water, 
Tea and coffee must not be drunk'by 
those subject to fainting attacks. If 
women, they must not wear corsets. 
Men. must not use tobacco in any form 
or drlnkr intoxicants if subject to these- 
attacks. Heavy, and indigestible foods, 
like pork, veal, ham, etc., must be 
avoided, aa also must heavy work.
